• Stipulations 
 
Mr. Hall referred to William Dusso’s March 20, 2001, memo relating to the presentation of 
stipulations.  He explained that stipulations would be presented in Open Session to allow the case 
advisor and prosecuting attorney to answer any questions the members may have regarding the 
stipulation.  The Section will deliberate in Closed Session on stipulations, without the case 
advisor or the prosecuting attorney present.  The proposed stipulation will be voted on in Open 
Session.

Mr. Hall advised the Section that James Rusch was representing the Section at the regional 
meeting of the National Council of Examiners of Engineers and Surveyors (NCEES) in Kansas 
City, Missouri. 
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PROPOSED STIPULATION 
 
Henry Sanders, Prosecuting Attorney, presented the stipulation relating to William A. Shearman 
(Lake Nebagamon, WI).  The Section will deliberate on this stipulation in Closed Session and 
will vote on it in Open Session. 
 
The Section questioned the objective of an Administrative Injunction.  This issue will be 
discussed at the next meeting.
